In presenting.my fifth annual report as your col- 
lector I requested a little space in which to endeavor 
to explain as briefly as possible the Mortgage Lien 
method of Real Estate tax collection. As I used this 
method last year, and shall use it again this Spring 
in ALL cases where the Real Estate taxes for 1934 are 
unpaid, I believe the taxpayers have a right to under- 
stand the procedure and its consequences before they 
are brought in contact with the legal end of it. First 
a demand is made in writing, within a year from the 
date of the commitment of the tax, asking for pay- 
ment within ten days. If the taxpayer neglects to 
heed the demand within the specified time a certificate 
is filed with the Register of Deeds and another with 
the Town Treasurer. The Mortgage holder, if there 
is one, is also notified. JI now quote from Chapter 244 
of the Public Laws of Maine. “Sec. 2. FILING OF 
CERTIFICATE TO CREATE MORTGAGE. The fil- 
ing of the certificate provided for in sec. 1, in the reg- 
istry of deeds as aforesaid shall be deemed to create 
and shall create a mortgage on said real estate to the 
town in which the real estate is situated having prior- 
ity cver all other mortgages, liens, attachments and 
encumbrances of any nature, and shall give to said 
town all the rights usually incident to a mortgage, 
except that the mortgagee shall not have any right of 
possession of said rea! estate until the right of re- 
demption herein provided for shall have expired. 
Seq. 3. PORECLOSURE PROVISIONS, If «said 
mortgage, together with interest and costs, shall not 
be paid within 18 months after the date of filing of 
said certificate in the registry of deeds as herein pro- 
vided, the said mortgage shall be deemed. to have been 
foreclosed and the right of- redemption to have ex- 
pired.” (The costs are $1.50 and’6% interest from 
the date of recording to date of payment.) 
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The retention of 50% of the wages of delinquent 
taxpayers has proved its worth in the past year and I 
recommend the readoption of the article this year and 
its strict enforcement. 

I also believe that for greater efficiency in both de- 
partments that the offices of Collector and Excise Tax 
Collector should be separate offices. 

In closing I wish to thank the Selectmen for the 
privilege of inserting this notice and for the splendid 
cooperation they have given me during the past year 
which has greatly assisted me in collecting $1,772.36 
in back taxes.
